Quezon, who bas just returned to 
Manila from the United States 
with the independence mission, 
opposes abolition of free trade 
between the Philippines and the 
United, States. He says that, 
taking into consideration the 
present economic situation of the 
Philippines and the economic 
depression which now obtains in 
Eurape and the rest of the world. 
itis unwise todo away with the 
protection which the Uni Statea 
now gives Philippine goods. . 

“The bes} market for Philippine 
products, in fact, for all tropical 
products,” hetold areprodentative 
of the Manila Bulletin upon his 
arrival “is America, and it is 
to the best interests af the cova- 
try that enjoys free trade rela- 
Uousbip with the United States 
to preserve it, Our sugar, our 
tobacco, our hemp, in fact all 
our products that get free en- 
trance to the United States, es- 
pecially the first, would suffer 
enormously. The economic con- 
ditions obtaining in Europe 
makes it a very unfavourable 
| market for our goods.” . . 

COMPLETE RECIPROCITY. 

He declared, however, that he 
is in favour of having complete 
reciprocits between the Tnited 
;States and the Philippines: that 
is, all Philippine goods exported 
to America should be free from 
duties in the same way 8S all 
American products coming here 
are. Hesaid he would work for 
this change. In connection with 
the provision of the ‘serif Bill! 
creating duy on oil, Senate Pres- 


Harding advocating protection 
for Philippine oi], and among the 
arguments be used is the fact 
that all American goods rxported 
to the islands are duty free while 
this is-not-so in the case of Phil- 
ippine goods. 

“In connection with the argu- 
ment of advocates of free trate 
abolition that, it is necessary to 
abolish free trade in order to 
make the islands economically 
independent before they are 
made politically independent, 
Mr. Quezon. says that 
independence will not come for a 
long time. if it comes at all; for 
the simple reason, he declared. 
that the United States’ would 
never agree to the imposition of 
duty upon her products. . 

IS FREE TRADER.

REMARKABLE STREAM. 


Valuable Discovery in 
Upper Austria. 

Un our picture page to-day will 
be found three interesting photo- 
graphs of a curative stream re- 
cently discovered at Schallerbach, 
Copper Austria. 

.Bortogs for oi] ware in progress, 
but when the borings had proceed- 
ed fors certain depth bot water 
suddently spouted up with trem- 
endous force. Boring had to be 
abandoned and a channel was cut 
to allow the water to drain away. 
Thewaterhad atemperature of just 
over 102 degrees F. and on being 
examined was found ta contain 
much redium and sulphur. 
There is a astesdy flow of 
over 15 gallons per second. 
Medical men recommended 
people to bathe in the stream and 
the water was found tohave more 
curative properties than even 
those of Carlsbad or Marienbad. 
For rheumatias:, goat, etc., it was 
found to have very beneficial re- 
sults. 

Capt. J H. vanden-Baerg, who 
sends us the pictures, states that 
he has seen cripples carried to 
the stream and be able. to walk’ 
without their crutches and sticks 
after three or four baths. Some 
of the results were really marvel- 
lous. Peopleare only allowed to 
bathe for balf on-hour each day. 

Since the discovary people have 
journeyed to the stream from 
all'parts, of the world and during 
this summer hundreds have slept 
in the open near the stream in 
order to be sure of getting a bath 
next day. ; .
